PARIS, May 10.—The ‘marriage of 
Mrs. Mabelle Gilman Corey, who was 
divorced from William Ellis Corey, 
steel: magnate, to Prince Luis de 
Bourbon, cousin of King Alfonso of 
Spain, will take -place early next 
month at San Remo, Italy. This 
was announced formally this evening 
by the Prince’s mother, the Infanta 
Eulalia, the Spanish King’s aunt, 
at a tea party given by Mrs. Corey * 
the Hotel Plaza. 

The Grand. Duke: ‘Aleiaater: just 
returned from an American lecture 
tour,- and Princess Bibesco were 
among the guests, but Don Luis was 
obliged to absent: himself because he 
is still under an order of expulsion 
from France in October, 1924. ‘He is 
waiting for his mother and Mrs. 
Corey at San Remo, where he has a 
villa. 

“This will be a happy marriage,”’ 
said the Infanta, ‘“‘hecause my, son 
has been in love with Mabelle for 
twenty years and has always said he, 
would never marry any one else.’’ 

“This twenty-year-old r6mance cer- 
tainly shows I am not impulsive,” 
declared Mrs. Corey, who then in- 
formed her guests that she became 
a convert to the Catholic faith two 
weeks ago with her baptism at Ver- 
sailles. 

The Infanta withheld her consent 
to the marriage until Mrs. Corey had 
accepted her son’s religion, so. that 
the ceremony might be performed in 
a Catholic church.

Miss Gilman and Mr. Corey were 
married in New York: May 14, 1907, 
by the Rev. Dr. J. L. Clark of the 
Bushwick Avenue Congregational 
Church, after they were reported to 
have endeavored unsuccessfully to 
have the ceremony performed by 
a Catholic priest or an Episcopal 
clergyman. Miss Gilman was _ va- 
riously reported as being a Catholic 
and a Christian Scientist. The 
couple spent most of their time 
abroad, and in November, 1924, Mrs.

GREAT BRITAIN’S DRINK BILL. 


Mr. Georce B. WILSON, editor of 
the “Year Book” of the United 
Kingdom Alliance, has contributed 
to The London Observer a series of 
statistics concerning the expenditure 
for drink in Great Britain. They. are 
“challenging in their magnitude,” 
whatever one’s view may be of. gov- 
ernmental control. To begin with 
his. conclusion, the savings of the 
smaller class of investors, as meas- 
ured by the various thrift agencies, 
are only 2% per cent at most of the 
total wage-earned income for the 
period of the present Parliament, 


‘while 12% per cent of that income 


has been spent on drink. 

The expenditure per head of. the 
population in the single year 1928 
was $382, which was a few shillings 
under, that of the preceding year. 
But if the 10,000,000 (including total 
abstainers) whose total expenditure 
does not exceed $10 each were left 
out of the reckoning, the average for 
the nearly 20,000,000. remaining per- 
sons over 18 years of age would be 
about $65 per head. The one en- 
couraging fact revealed by the sta- 
tistics is that, after all, there has 
‘been decreased consumption as com- 
pared with the period just before 
the. war.. THE NeW YORK TIMES

though ‘there was an increase in 
population between 1913 and 1928 
of about 7 per cent, the per capita 
decrease in the use of spirits has 
been 59 per cent and of beer 30. per 
cent. But there has been an increase

The. total. expenditure for alcoholic 
liquors in. 1928 is put at approxi- 
mately.. $1,500,000,000 and by Mr,

As ‘to the employed, it is 
estimated that six weeks of the col- 
lective labors of the wage earners 
were spent in providing the cost of 
drink consumed by them and .their 
families—leaving the earnings of 
only forty-six weeks to provide for 
rent, food, clothing, medical care, 
comforts and savings. 

What would have happened if 
there had been a “ boom ” period can 
but be surmised. The warning of 
Lord MILNER in 1924 is recalled, 
urging steps to be taken to counter- 
act the “secular” tendency of times 
of prosperity and high wages to “ an 
“increase of.drinking and of the 
“evils resulting from excessive 
“ drinking.” This suggests that pros- 
perity is a factor in evaluating 
prohibition.

A NEED UNFULFILLED. 


Dilatory Tactics by City Hold Up 
Playground Development. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

When ‘we read of civic bodies fight- 
ing playgrounds in various ‘parts of 
the city it seems pretty good evi- 
dence that the inestimable impor 
tance of providing every child with 
play space is very far from being gen- 
erally understood. . 

Dr,. Levermore, who won the $50,000 
Bok prize for the best peace plan, 
lived at that time in the apartments 
djrectly in the rear of the proposed 
little play park: in the Bedford  séc- 
tion of Brooklyn, about which‘a con- 
troversy has blazed at intervals for 
seven years. He spoke at the 
Borough Hall hearing in favor of 
the project, and said he walked all 
the way home with a friend whom he 
tried to win to his way of thinking, 
but to no avail, he said, because of 
pocketbook influence, he thought, ‘in 
considering the probability of a local 
assessment. 

If the city is sincere in advocating 
more playgrounds and appropriating 
money for sites, it would seem that 
money so appropriated could be put 
to ‘work in the most practical and 
economical way by canceling a iocal 
assessment. which is a burden. to 
people who do not in the least de- 
gree comprehend the real value of 
what they are asked to pay for. 
When expensive court condemnation 
proceedings have determined the cost, 
and the city has owned a site, as it 
has the Rusurban - site, for three 
years, with no return to the city, and 
there is money available for the full 
payment for site and development, 
why is this hot done? 

The only reason is that certain 
local interests. are ignorant of the 
value of a playground. We have 
proved the large numbers of resi- 
dents. who do want the site in 
the fact that 2,000 wrote to Albany 
to oppose the bill permiting its sale. 
We have tested sentiment this week 
among business people near the site 
and found, in spite of reports to the 
contrary, that 80 per cent of them 
are in favor of pushing this through 
to completion. We believe the city 
authorities have received a mistaken 
impression of the true sentiment be- 
catise of the frantic efforts of a cer- 
tain few to prevent the project going 
through.

The need for an actual agreement 
among the city, Transit Commission 
and B. M. T. as the basis. for de- 
claratory judgment proceedings was 
stressed at yesterdays’ conference 
and conditional approval of. .the 
Untermyer plan urged as a netessaty 
step to that end. The Board of Bsti- 
mate, it was argued, could approve 
the plan as.a whole, subject to.the 
conditions that if the courts denied 
the city’s power to resort to taxes to 
meet deficits from unified operation, 

‘or denied tax-exempt status to the 
bonds of the public corporation set 
up under the plan, the approval) this 
would be void.

J. Fred .Wolle’s famous singers per- 
formed Bach’s solemn music of “The 
Passion according to St. Matthew 
to be followed in closing tomorrow 
by the annual repetition of ‘the com- 
peer’ s great B or Mass. 

The St. Matthew ‘‘Passion’’ has 
~ been widely sung this year in Europe 
Bnd the United States as an observ- 
@nce of the 200th anniversary of 
Bach’s first production of it on Good 
Friday, 1729, and the centenary of 
Mendelssohn’s. rediscovery and re- 
vival = the music in 1829 for later 

enerations. 
Bot can scarcely have been heard 
tinder fairer skies than shone today 
above this American valley of ancient 
faith and modern industry, Here 
amid Eastern Pennsylvania’s hills, 
dusted white with dogwood bloom or 
purple with laurel mg wistaria, the 
afternoon’s early-arriving audience 
met a scene rarely equaled in the 
many years of Bethlehem’s festival. 


Trombone Choir Summons Audience. 


The Moravian trombone choir of 
sixteen young men, led by the veteran 
George Sigley, sounded promptly 
from the belfry tower 120 feet above 


the thousands of waiting spectators 
and sightseers their summons to the 
more Tertunate 1,200 ticket holders 
to enter the church. 

From 3:30 o’clock, the intoning of 
Bach chorales ‘by the brass in- 
struments, saatlowed by distance and 
echoing from the college walls, filled 
a half-hour interval in establishing 
the spirit and mood of the day. One 
of the chorales was a universally 
known melody occurring many times 
again in the performance of the 
singers that followed. 

This performance, as former Beth- 
lehem visitors know, w&s one in 

which the audience itself took fre- 

uent part, and throughout which 
Shere was no applause. Thirteen 
times the throng within the church 
rose without signal and joined its 
ety with the 300 choristers in 
fhese hymns of humble and devout 

olk, dating back many centuries, 
frat’ Bach employed and embellished 
as his own and his hearers’ comment 
upon the recital of dramatic inci- 
dents leading up to the crucifixion. | 

An innovation in the ‘Passion 
music was the singing of the words 
of Christ by all the sixty bass voices 
of the choir. Announced as an ex- 
periment | ‘in the interest of imper- 
sonality,’”’ it provided an impressive 
emphasis, not only in texts of pow- 
erful proclamation or prophecy, but 
even more in the thrill of a sudden 
rush of deep brooding tone in mo- 
ments of supplication or agony.

Exchange, which extended to most 
of the active shares, was presumably 
in part reaction from récent down- 
‘ward tendencies and in part response 
to thé easier call-money market.

The 
week-end mercantile reviews express 
no judgment as to the effect of the 
fall in wheat on trade, or the absence 
of such effect. Their view of the 
business situation varies somewhat, 
however.

Foreign bank statements published 
yesterday attracted notice because of 
the very striking contrast presented 
by the week’s changes at the Reichs- 
bank and at the Bank of France. 
The French bank took in $26,200,000 
more gold, making an increase of 
$01,300,000. since last March and of 
$300,000,000 since the middle of 1928. 
The German bank, on the contrary, 
has lost $30,000,000 during the week 
and no less than $218,200,000 gold 
since March. All of the $213,700,000 
which it gathered from other foreign 
markets during 1928 has now been 
given up for export; the Reichs- 
bank’s present gold reserve is less 
than the smallest sum reported in 
any week of 1928 or 1927. With the 
Reichsbank, this is the end of what 
must be pronounced its exceedingly 
ill-judged policy of turning the pro- 
ceeds of last year’s German foreign 
borrowings into gold and bringing 
it to Berlin. 

It now holds $68,000,000 less gold 
than last May, and its holdings of 
foreign exchange, which were large 
a@ year ago, have also been cut down 
$34,000,000 to the negligible .sum of 
$13,000,000. How much of this im- 
paired position is actually due to rep- 
aration transfers and how much to 
withdrawal of foreign balances from 
Berlin, as a result of the Reichs- 
bank’s unlucky experiment in the 
German money market, it can per- 
haps not be surely stated. One rather 
singular result of the German moves 
of the past ten months is that the 
Bank of France, which certainly did 
not need more gold, has in the end 
been made the recipient of a good 
part of what the Bank of England 
held last Autumn. It made no direct 
withdrawals from London, but the 
Reichsbank did, and when it had to 
give up the gold which it had thus 
acquired, New York was drawing 
most heavily on Berlin and _ the 
Reichsbank sent its gold to Paris, in} 
exchange for the French bank’s 
credits at New York.

The New York Central Railroad 
announced yesterday the demonstra- 
tion of a new method of handling 
which the railroad expects will re- 
volutionize express shipment meth- 
ods.
